GENERAL REMARKS 


In view of the heavy expenditures for the vear 
past, we desire to call your atteution to some of the 
things accomplished. At the beyinning of the year 
We were confronted with a fifteen thousand dollar 
damage suit. On advice of counsel this was settled 
out of court at an expense of $3,600.00 which was 
paid from cash on hand as no previous provision 
had been made. Inregard to the Trunk Line Road, 
it will be remembered that a resolution was passed at 
the last annual Town Meeting instructing the Select- 
men to have the road built under contract. We are 
pleased to state that we were able to carry out this 
plan, as it waS heartily approved by the state officials, 
and we have a strip of contract road extending from 
the Hinsdale line nearly to the village of Winchester. 
Quite extensive repairs were made on the road from 
Ashuelot over the hill to Hinsdale on account of traf- 


fic being turned that way during the time the Trunk 
Line was in process of construction. Improvements 
were also made on the road leading to Northfield near 
the resideuce of B. L. Tower; also on South Main and 
Richmond streets in the village of Winchester. 

A new road was built for the accommodation of 
those who have built and intend to build cottages at 
Forest Lake. This will be the means of creating 
more taxable property. The efficiency of the fire de- 
partment has been increased in various ways. The 
tramp house which was partially destroyed by fire has 
been rebuilt. A new set of voting booths have been 
procured to replace those destroyed at the time of the 
Town Hall fire. Suitable coverings have been built 
for the town spring and reservoir on the common, the 
old ones having become unsafe. A new water pipe 
has been put 1n at Evergreen cemetery. A system of 
Street lighting has been maintained in the villages of 
Winchester and Ashuelot. 

The total valuation as returned by the assessors 
is considerably larger than for any previous year with- 
in the last decade. The Library Bonds of 1890 am- 
ounting to fifteen thousand dollars have been can- 
celled as per vote of the-town, by borrowing fourteen 
thousand dollars on town notes and taking one thous- 
and from cash on hand in treasury. No other money 
has been borrowed during the year. 

As more than ten thousand dollars have been ex- 
pended that was not provided for by taxatlou, it 1s ev- 
ident that the balance sheet of the auditors must com- 
pare very unfavorably with that of one year ago. 
But when we consider the situation in its broader 
_ Sense, we Shail very readily see that we are much bet- 


ie wae 


ter off than at the beginning of the year, a large por- 
tion of the Trunk Line paid for, damage suit settled, 
and town debt considerably reduced. One other thing 
which affects our financial showing adversely, is the 
granting of a 5 per cent. discount on taxes with uo 
provision therefor. 

In closing may we suggest, that in case any per- 
son does not understand any particular portion of our 
report, we will very gladly expiain.
